Scores on 
New SAT 
Plummet 

First class to take longer 
exam drops to 1970s levels 

The high school class of 2006 got stuck with 
a new, longer version of the SAT and didn’t 
fare well on it. Average reading and math 
scores fell a total of seven points — the sharp- 
est decline in 31 years. 

Experts agreed the dip in combined 
math and critical reading scores on the col- 
lege entrance exam was 
related to the new ver- 
sion of the test — but 
differed as to how. The 
updated exam, with a 
new writing section, 
also features more ad- 
vanced math questions 
and replaces analogies 
with more reading com- 
prehension. 

Average reading 
scores fell from 508 to 
503 and math scores fell 
from 520 to 518, the College Board, which 
owns the exam, announced Tuesday. 

The College Board downplayed the drop, 
saying it amounts to a fraction of one ques- 
tion per exam. It also insisted fatigue wasn’t to 
blame. Still, the results will spark debate over 
whether the College Board was able to deliver 
a new test that is comparable to the old one. 
The new scores also stand out because just 
two weeks ago the rival ACT exam reported 
its biggest score increase in 20 years, (ap)

New Orleans residents 
mourn, eelebrate life 
one year after storm 

NEW ORLEANS I The first anniversa- 
ry of the biggest calamity to befall 
this city was marked Tuesday with 
a moment of silence, wreath-lay- 
ings, the tolling of church bells 
and, in true New Orleans fashion, 
a wailing jazz funeral through the 
potholed streets for the victims of 
Hurricane Katrina. 

Jazz musicians marched ahead of 
a horse-drawn hearse, a symbol of 
the city’s watery death. They played a 
dirge for the more than 1,800 people 
killed when Katrina came ashore. 
But the ensemble soon exploded 
into a joyful rhythm, the marchers 
opening colorful parasols and hoist- 
ing them toward the hot sun as they 
danced the city back to life. 

Residents held vigils in pock- 
marked neighborhoods choked with 
weeds, in church pews and in gut- 
ted community centers. They rang 


bells to mark the collapse of the city’s 
biggest levee and laid wreaths at the 
site of each successive break in the 


cement structure protecting the city. 
They bowed their heads and closed 
their eyes in prayer, both for those no

LEXINGTON, KY. I The lone air traf- 
fic controller on duty the morning 
Comair Flight 5181 crashed cleared 
the jet for takeoff, then turned his 
back to do some “administrative 
duties” as the aircraft veered down 
the wrong runway, a federal inves- 
tigator said Tuesday. 

The crash killed 49 people — 
everyone on board except first offi- 


cer James Polehinke, who was in 
critical condition Tuesday. 

The jet struggled to get airborne 
and crashed in a field after taking 
off Sunday from a 3,500 -foot run- 
way instead of one that was twice as 
long. Experts said the plane needed 
at least 5,000 feet for takeoff

Storm drenches parts 
of state, but not likely 
to grow into hurricane 

MIAMI I Tropical Storm Ernesto’s 
leading edge drenched Miami 
and the rest of southern Florida 
on Tuesday as it steamed toward 
the Sunshine State with a poten- 
tial for more than a foot of rain. But 
forecasters said there was only an 
outside chance it would strengthen 
into a hurricane. 

Residents took no chances, 
though, mindful of the seven 
hurricanes that have hit the 
state since 2004 and Katrina, 
which struck New Orleans a 
year ago. 

By late afternoon, Ernesto had 
top winds of 45 mph. And there was 
only a “remote possibility” it could 
become a hurricane with winds of 
74 mph or greater before crossing 
over Florida overnight, the National 
Hurricane Center said. 


Forecasters expected 5 to 15 
inches of rain, which could flood 
streets and homes. Ernesto, briefly 
a hurricane Sunday, lost much of 
its punch crossing Cuba. The storm 
was expected to move up the middle 


of the state and over the northeast- 
ern coast by early Thursday before 
churning into the Atlantic Ocean, 
where it could regain hurricane sta- 
tus before hitting Georgia or the

“There 
was a real public safety concern here 
directed at a particular child” in 
Thailand, and a forensic psycholo- 
gist said Karr “was dangerous; this 
person was escalating.”

Iran Seeks 
TV Debate 
With Bush 

Ahmadinejad s offer 
to face off comes as 
nuclear deadline nears 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran’s hard-line 
President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
on Tuesday challenged President 
Bush to a televised debate, a pro- 
posal the White House immediately 
dismissed as a “diversion.” 

The challenge came during a 
freewheeling, 234-hour news con- 
ference and only two days before a 
U.N. Security Council ultimatum 
demanding Iran roll back its sus- 
pect nuclear program. 

Ahmadinejad said no one can 
prevent Iran from pursuing what he 
called a peaceful nuclear program 
— not even U.N. Secretary- General 
Kofi Annan, who was expected to 
visit here Saturday. 

Ahmadinejad’s latest show of 
defiance seemed to solidify the 
country’s determination to snub 
the Security Council, following a 
string of war games and uncom- 
promising public statements this 
month on the nuclear standoff. 

In his challenge to Bush, 
Ahmadinejad said the debate 
should focus on “world issues and 
the ways of solving the problems of 
the international community.” 

He did not rule out the possibil- 
ity of direct diplomatic talks with 
the U.S. saying it could happen if 
unspecified conditions were met. 
But he criticized the U.S. for “living 
in the dream of getting the Iranian 
nation back to 30 years ago,” before 
the Islamic revolution, (ap)

Sunnis seeking care

BAGHDAD I In a city with few real 
refuges from sectarian violence 

— not government offices, not 
military bases, not even mosques 

— one place always emerged as a 
safe haven: hospitals. 

So Mounthir Abbas Saud, whose 
right arm and jaw were ripped off 
when a car bomb exploded six 
months ago, must have thought 
the worst was over when he arrived 
at Ibn al-Nafis Hospital, a major 
medical center here. 

In fact, it had just begun. A few 
days into his recovery at the facility, 
armed Shiite Muslim militiamen 
dragged the screaming 43 -year- 
old Sunni mason down the hall- 
way floor, snapping intravenous 
needles and a breathing tube out 
of his body, and later riddled his 
body with bullets, family mem- 
bers said. 

Authorities say it was not an 
isolated incident. In Baghdad 


these days, not even the hospitals 
are safe. In growing numbers, sick 
and wounded Sunnis have been 
abducted from public hospitals 
operated by Iraq’s Shiite-run Health 
Ministry and later killed, according 
to patients, families of victims, doc- 
tors and government officials. 


As a result, more and more 
Iraqis are avoiding hospitals, 
making it even harder to preserve 
life in a city where death is seem- 
ingly everywhere.

Because 
public hospitals here are controlled 
by Shiites, the killings have raised 
questions about whether hospital 
staff have allowed Shiite death 
squads into their facilities to 
slaughter Sunni Arabs. 

“We would prefer now to die 
instead of going to the hospitals,” 
said Abu Nasr, 25, a Sunni cousin 
of Saud and former security guard 
from al-Madaan. “I will never go 
back to one. Never. The hospi- 
tals have become killing fields.”

In southern Iraq, an oil pipeline 



explosion sparked a massive fire, 
killing at least 36 people and injur- 
ing 45, the Interior Ministry said. 

The pipeline was located six 
miles south of Diwaniyah, the scene 
of fierce clashes between the Iraqi 
army and Shiite militia on Monday 
that left 73 people dead. 

The latest violence both inside

Hurricane John Gathers

Annan says U.N. hopes 
to have 5,000 soldiers 
in Lebanon by Friday 

JERUSALEM I U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan called Israel’s 
air and sea blockade of Lebanon 
a “humiliation” Tuesday and 
demanded it be lifted. But Israel 
said it first needed assurances 
that forces deployed on the bor- 
der can stop weapons shipments 
to Hezbollah. 

The dispute was the latest threat 
to the fragile cease-fire that ended 
34 days of fighting between Israel 
and Hezbollah guerrillas. 

Annan arrived in Israel as part 
of an 11- day Mideast tour intended 
to shore up the truce, help Lebanon 
recover and secure the release of 
two Israeli soldiers whose capture 
by Hezbollah on July 12 sparked 
the fighting. 

“We need to resolve the issue of 
the abducted soldiers very quickly,” 
Annan said during a visit earlier 
Tuesday to a U.N. base in south 
Lebanon. “We need to deal with the 
lifting of the embargo — sea, land 
and air — which for the Lebanese 
is a humiliation and an infringe- 
ment on their sovereignty.” 

Israeli troops are still occupy- 
ing a security zone in southern 
Lebanon and have sporadically 


fought with Hezbollah guerrillas 
since the truce took effect Aug. 
14. Israel says it won’t leave until a 
strong contingent of Lebanese and 
international troops arrives. 

Annan said the U.N. hoped to 
have 5,000 soldiers in the region 
by Friday. That is double its prewar 
number, but still far short of the 
15,000 international troops envi- 
sioned to patrol the border along 
with 15,000 Lebanese soldiers. 


As part of the effort to get inter- 
national troops on the ground quick- 
ly, a five-ship Italian fleet departed 
for Lebanon on Tuesday carrying 
800 soldiers. 

Annan was to meet Wednesday 
with Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert, who plans to call for “the 
unconditional return of our cap- 
tives in Lebanon,” said his spokes- 
woman Miri Eisin, referring to 
reserve soldiers Ehud Goldwasser 


and Eldad Regev. A third soldier, 
Cpl. Gilad Shalit, was captured by 
Hamas -linked militants from an 
army post near the Gaza Strip on 
June 25. 

In Beirut, the Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
on a mission to secure the soldiers’ 
release, said he was told they were 
alive during meetings in Damascus 
with Syrian President Bashar Assad 
and Khaled Mashaal, Hamas’ politi- 
cal leader, amy teibel (ap) 


Silva’s Re-Election Bid Gains Speed 


Brazilian leader puts 
focus on economy as 
polls give him the lead 

SAD PAULO, BRAZIL I President Luiz 
Inacio da Silva promised renewed 
economic growth for the poor mass- 
es in Latin America’s largest nation 
on Tuesday after a poll showed he 
could trounce his main opponent 
in his bid for re-election. 

The former radical union leader 
said he will maintain conservative 
economic policy while expanding 
social programs to lift millions out 
of poverty. Earlier Tuesday, a poll 
showed Silva supported by 51.4 per- 
cent of voters, up from 47.9 percent

earlier this month. 

“Times are good,” Silva told 
supporters of the Workers Party 
he helped found. “We can go for- 
ward with confidence that the 
future will be even better.” 


Riding a wave of increasing pop- 
ularity as Brazil’s economy grows, 
Silva pledged to continue the fight 
against poverty and inequality 
that got him elected in a landslide 
in 2002. 

If Silva’s lead stands, he would 
handily beat former Sao Paulo state 
Gov. Geraldo Alckmin on Oct. 1, 
winning the presidency without 
going to a runoff election. 

Alckmin has roundly criticized 
Silva for a corruption scandal last 
year that caused a wave of resigna- 
tions from his inner circle and for 
the government’s policy of main- 
taining high interest rates to control 
inflation, a practice that has been 
blamed for stymieing growth, (ap)

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I Sudan’s presi- 
dent said Tuesday he would consider 
the case of a Pulitzer Prize-winning 
American journalist arrested in the 
Darfur region and accused of spy- 
ing, a presidential aide said.

Wilson Bridge Goes Down in Smoke 


To the delight of many, 
eommuter gets the last 
laugh with explosion 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I A section of the 
obsolete Woodrow Wilson Bridge 
was brought down early Tuesday, the 
planned demolition set in motion 
by a longtime commuter who won 
a contest for the honor. 

A few minutes after midnight, 
Dan Ruefly pushed a ceremonial 
plunger to begin the countdown to 
destroy a half-mile section of the 
span that carries Interstate 95 traf- 
fic over the Potomac River between 
Maryland and Virginia. 

Then, engineers set off the explo- 
sive charges that collapsed a half-mile 
section of steel girders on the Virginia 
side of the 45 -year- old bridge. 

Hundreds of people submitted 
entries to the contest to find the 
person with the “toughest bridge 
commute.” 

For 28 years, Ruefly had left his 
Accokeek, Md., home at 5 a.m. to beat 
peak rush hour on the bridge. Seven 
years ago, he crashed into a stopped 
tractor-trailer that couldn’t pull over 
because the bridge has no shoulders. 



He suffered a crushed hip that still 
pains him, and his daughter, Tiffanie, 
entered him in the contest. 

The demolition was delayed a 
half-hour early Tuesday by safety 


concerns. At one point, the crowd 
started chanting, “Blow it up!” 

Then, Ruefly and his daughter 
pushed the plunger. “Make sure 
nothing’s left,” Ruefly ’s friend had

Perez Hits

Not eligible to run in 
Md., Democrat throws 
his support to Simms 

TAKOMA PARK, MD. I Tom Pcrez 
endorsed fellow Democrat Stuart 
Simms in the race for attorney 
general Tuesday, but his name will 
remain on the ballot even though 
Maryland’s highest court ruled last 
week that Perez could not run 

Appearing with Simms before 
a crowd of cheering supporters at 
a Takoma Park community center, 
Perez sharply criticized the ruling last 
Friday by the Court of Appeals that 
he did not meet state requirements to 
run for attorney general and should 
be removed from the ballot. 

Perez said people who already 
voted for him on absentee ballots 
were disenfranchised by the rul- 
ing, comparing it to the 2000 U.S. 
Supreme Court decision that settled 
the election for president. 

“Last Friday was a dark day for 
democracy and the democratic pro- 
cess in Maryland,” Perez said. 

Despite the court’s decision, 
elections officials say it is too late 
to remove Perez’s name from elec- 
tronic voting machines and paper 
ballots before the Sept. 12 primary. 
The Court of Appeals on Tuesday 
approved a Board of Elections pro- 
posal that Perez’s name remain on 
the ballot. Signs will be posted at 
polling places stating that Perez is 
no longer a candidate, (ap)

Ripken I Year Closer to Hall of Fame 


It s on his mind, but the 
All-Star is not ready to 
start counting ballots 

0 R 1 0 L E S I Cal Ripken has plenty on 
his mind these days, most notably 
raising two teenagers and overseeing 
avast enterprise that includes several 
minor league teams and a flourish- 
ing youth baseball program. 

Quite often, however, Ripken’s 
thoughts take him to Cooperstown, 
N.Y. It’s been five years since he 
ended his spectacular 21-year career 
with the Baltimore Orioles, which 
means he’s eligible to be elected into 
the Hall of Fame in 2007. 

“I can’t help but think about it 
in some ways, because I’m asked 
about it a lot. And it’s exciting,” 
Ripken said. 

He played in a record 2,632 con- 
secutive games, retired as one of only 
seven players with 400 homers and 
3,000 hits and was elected to play in 
19 All-Star games. Even if he wasn’t 
the most durable player in baseball 
history. The Iron Man would almost

It would be a real shame not to see 
him go in the first time.” 

But Ripken isn’t ready to craft 
his acceptance speech. 

“The way that I deal with things 
and cope with things, I don’t allow 
myself to go down that road,” he 
said. “If I start finding myself think- 
ing about it, it’s not productive.” 

When that phone call comes, 
Ripken probably won’t be able to con- 
tain his elation. The prospect of add- 
ing his name to a list that includes 
Babe Ruth, Joe DiMaggio, Hank 
Aaron and Willie Mays is almost 
overwhelming. 

“It’s a celebration of the history of 
baseball, with the game’s best play- 
ers, and I think everybody who plays 
the game wants to leave their mark 
in some way, shape or form,” he said.

CARS I Usually a claim made by 
American car companies, “big can 
be beautiful” this year comes from 
Audi of Germany as it shows off its 
first sport utility vehicle, the 2007 
Q7. The five- to seven-passenger Q7, 
which looks like a lumbering, taQ con- 
cept wagon driven right off an auto 
show stage, is truly big for Audi. 

Stretching nearly 17 feet from 
bumper to bumper, the Q7 is just 
2 inches shorter than a Cadillac 
Escalade SUV and ranks as Audi’s 
biggest vehicle in the US. 

The Q7 feels — and is — heavy. 
With a 350 -horsepower, 4.2-liter 
V-8, which is the only engine avail- 
able early in the model year, this 
new SUV weighs more than 5,400 
pounds, or 2.7 tons. As for beautiful, 
well, that’s up to the beholder. The 
Q7’s immense front end and sizable 
dimensions can seem to overwhelm 
the vehicle’s careful craftsmanship, 
at least on the outside.

My AC has been problematic for 
years — ’94 Mazda MZ3. It’s black 
and hates the heat. I hear noises 
from under the hood; sounds like 
unhappy belts. Any ideas? 

Check the condition of the belts, 
belt tensioner and idler pulleys. 
Also check for contamination on 
the belt and pulleys. 

I just bought my first new car, a 
Pontiac Vibe. I’ve never owned a 
new car before. Should the first 
oil change be sooner than 3,000 
miles or three months? What other 
advice do you have for a “new-to- 
new car” owner? 

No reason to change oil prematurely 
on a modern car. Thirty years ago it 
was a great idea, but today the only 
thing it does is waste your money 
and add to pollution.

Will I need to push it 
to the shopping center to show it 
off? 

There should be no problem what- 
soever. Due to the fact that octanes 
of today are higher than they were 
30 years ago, there is no problem 
finding octane. If the car is older 
than 1969 , later in life it may require 
replacement of the valve seats, but 
that’s it. 

You often make the point that it 
isn’t the make of the car, but how 
you take care of the car that mat- 
ters. Does that hold true for a 
five-cylinder VW Beetle and the 
Rabbit?

VW has been building five -cylinder 
engines longer than anyone else on 
the planet and they definitely have 
it dialed-in, so there should be no 
engine problems, but small elec- 
trical problems could be another 
matter.

Departed.” DiCaprio plays a cop 
undercover in Jack Nicholson’s 
crime gang, while Matt Damon 
plays a mobster who’s infiltrated 
the police. 

“BABEL” features Brad Pitt and 
Cate Blanchett leading a huge 
ensemble in a story stretching 
over three continents. 

“DREAMGIRLS,” an adaptation 
of the stage musical, stars Jamie 
Foxx, Beyonce Knowles and Eddie 
Murphy. 

Fall also marks the start of 
Hollywood’s awards mania, which is 
the subject of its own movie. Directed 
by Christopher Guest, the comedy 
“For Your Consideration,” examines 
the hysteria of Oscar season.

Jessica Simpson can

It takes chunks of Madonna’s 
“Holiday” and Diana Ross’ “Ain’t 
No Mountain High Enough” to

That effect permeates much of 
the album, especially since Simpson 
chooses a decidedly retro feel for 
much of it.

Simpson is enough of a star 
that her name alone will make this 
CD a success, but the disc comes 
across as an afterthought from a 
celebrity stretched too thin.

WATER MUSIC I “IVe worked on all 
kinds of records, but this is really 
incredible,” Andy Paley said. “I’ve 
never done anything this good.” 

That’s quite a claim for producer, 
songwriter and multi-instrumen- 
talist Paley, who has worked with 
a boggling range of talents includ- 
ing Jerry Lee Lewis, Madonna, the 
Ramones, Little Jimmy Scott and 
Brian Wilson. And the album in 
question features not flesh- and- 
blood talents but animated ones 
— the spongy, spiny and slimy resi- 
dents of Bikini Bottom, undersea 
world of Nickelodeon’s “SpongeBob 
SquarePants.”

In ‘Madden,’ play 
stutters, but control 
and options are great 

VIDEOGAMESI Football video game 
junkies had been w^aiting anxiously 
for last Aveek’s release of “Madden 
NFL 07” by Electronic Arts Inc. 
The annual release of this video 
game franchise has become an 
event in itself. 

But is this year’s supposed lat- 
est and greatest any good? After 
all, spending $59.99 on a ne\v E- 
rated Xbox 360 version of the game 
is asking a lot _ especially if you 
\vere burned by last year’s crum- 
my version, \vhich lacked many of 
the key features found in the older 
consoles. 


A lot of annoyances remain, 
and there’s plenty of room for 
more polish and refinement. But 
at least the only “next-gen” console 
on the market finally has a decent 
football game.Visually, at times 
you’ll be hard-pressed to distin- 
guish “Madden 07” from a live 
TV broadcast. From grass that 
eventually gets trampled into mot- 
tled splotches of dirt to the reflec- 
tive shine of stadium lights on play- 
ers’ helmets, the graphics overall 
are very good. 

But there are moments of 
inexplicable ugliness and some 
unexpected performance 
problems, creating an overall sen- 
sation that can be sometimes jar- 
ring. 

Perhaps the biggest shortcoming

is the game’s lack of fluidity. Overall, 
the animations tended to stutter, as 
if the Xbox 360 \vere choking on 
more pixels than it could spit out 
on the screen. 

These issues aside, anyone who’s 
played sports video games can tell 
you that the graphics don’t matter 
if the controls stink. 

Fortunately, this is where 
“Madden 07” shines. 

New this year is a much-her- 
alded ability to quickly switch 
to your lead blocker during a 
running play to make way for the 
ball carrier. Finally, players don’t 
have to rely on sometimes stupid 
artificial intelligence to clear the 
path for them — failure or success 
is your call. 

But most intriguing for “Madden 
07” is the ability to breed and groom 
your very ovm superstar. It’s features 
like this that elevate “Madden 07” 
beyond simple football and some- 
thing with lasting replay

Eco-friendly burials 
become part of land 
preservation plans 

Tromping across a small grassy 
meadow ringed by pinon and juni- 
per trees and dotted with cactus and 
clumps ofbright yellow flowers, Joe 
Sehee suddenly comes to a stop. 

“That’s definitely a burial area,” 
he says, peering at the gently sloped, 
south-facing hillside. “It’s somewhat 
protected, so you have a feeling of 
being comforted here.” 

Someday soon, he says, visitors 
to this patch of New Mexico ranch- 
land will be able to admire the view 
— uninterrupted for miles — and then 
scout out a spot to be buried, in graves 
markedby rocks ortrees or newfysown 
wildflowers or nothing at all. 

A proposed 10 -acre “green buri- 
al” site is a small but singular com- 
ponent of an ambitious conserva- 
tion and community development 
project under way about 15 miles 
southeast of Santa Fe. It’s part of 
a small but growing movement to 
offer environmentally conscious 
cemeteries and protect open land 
in the bargain.

buying a 13,000 -acre ranch, of 
which nearly 12,000 acres are slated 
for preservation as open space avail- 
able for use by the public. 

Development on a small slice of 
the ranch — principally 300 acres 
devoted to a mixed-use, mixed- 
income village of as many as 965 
homes — is providing the money 
for the project, named the Galisteo 
Basin Preserve. 

A “memorial landscape” that 
Sehee is planning about a mile 
from the village would be open to 
residents and nonresidents for the 
earth -friendly burial of ashes or of 
unembalmed bodies in biodegrad- 
able boxes or in shrouds. 

“I think it’s one of the ways that 
we can preserve the open space and 
habitat values of these historic ranch- 
es,” said Ted Harrison, founder and 
president of the conservancy. 

He expects the idea of natural-

burial-plus -conservation to appeal 
to baby boomers who are “longing 
for meaning” and want to be buried 
in a way that reflects their values. 

A headstone on a grassy plot in 
a conventional cemetery “doesn’t 
say anything about who you were 


as a person,” Harrison said. 

More common in the United 
Kingdom, green burial sites can 
be found in just a handful of states, 
including New York, California, Texas 
and Washington. The Ramsey Creek 
Preserve in South Carolina, which 


opened a decade ago, is the oldest. 

In Colorado, a family is in the 
process of buying about 80 acres of 
ranchland northeast of Greeley with 
the intention of starting the Prairie 
Wilderness Cemetery. Organizers 
envision a bird sanctuary and a 
haven for hikers and picnickers. 

Sehee, a former Jesuit lay minis- 
ter, said consumers would be charged 
about $4,000 for a whole-body burial 
and $1,000 for the burial of ashes at 
the Galisteo Basin Preserve. About 
half of that would offset the costs of 
starting and operating the cemetery, 
while the rest would go toward land 
preservation. 

“Instead of a more expensive 
casket, [consumers] will be asked 
if they want to save another acre,”

A woman sets out to

Barb Agnew ruffled the thin net- 
ting hanging in her flower shop, 
causing a monarch butterfly to 
descend far enough for her to gen- 
tly clasp it. She then released it out- 
side, where it flitted about a hang- 
ing plant before disappearing into 
the gray sky, leaving her beaming 
like a proud mother. 

About two weeks earlier, the but- 
terfly was either a pinhead- sized 
egg or a caterpillar that Agnew res- 
cued from the nearby Milwaukee 
County Grounds in Wisconsin. 

Bulldozers are clearing the 
grounds to create a flood basin 
for excess rainwater. The machin- 
ery removes assorted vegetation, 
including the milkweed plants, on 
which monarchs lay eggs and upon 
which their caterpillars feed. 

As work progresses, Agnew races

to collect as many of the movement- 
challenged insects as she can. She 
brings them to Wildflower Floral, 
the flower shop she co-owns in the 
Milwaukee suburb of Wauwatosa. 

“I’d be doing this anyway, just 
because these creatures are so beau- 
tiful,” said Agnew, 44. “But with the 
destruction, there’s a greater sense 
of urgency. I couldn’t bear to see 
them be killed.” 

Agnew estimates that she’ll 
rescue about 1,000 monarchs this 
year. She has collected butterflies 
for about 20 years. 

Agnew walks the county grounds 
almost every night. She spots the 


tiny monarch eggs on the under- 
side of milkweed leaves and brings 
them to an enclosure in the back 
of her store. 

The eggs hatch into caterpillars, 
which gorge on milkweed leaves for 


about two weeks before forming a 
chrysalis, the cocoon-like structure in 
which their metamorphosis occurs. 

Agnew generally transfers the 
chrysalises to the front of the store, 
using a glue gun to affix them to a 


gnarled tree. Nearly 100 of them 
hang like jade ornaments, each with 
a raised strip of tiny golden beads 
near the top. 

“Over the years. I’ve watched 
butterflies emerge countless times, 
and each time I never cease to be 
amazed,” she said. 

Judi Fancher, a floral designer at 
Wildflower, said Agnew’s enthusi- 
asm is infectious. “Kids will come in 
and she’ll have them hold [freshly 
emerged butterflies] to give them a 
moment of making it real,” she said. 
“They leave with such an apprecia- 
tion for them.” 

Agnew said she hopes that expos- 
ing more people to the wonder of 
nature will generate more opposi- 
tion to the removal of habitats. 

Jeffrey Glassberg, the president 
of the North American Butterfly 
Association based in Morristown, 
N.J., said Agnew’s attempts to save 
butterflies are well-intentioned but 
ultimately futile. 

“She maybe saving these, but that 
won’t have any effect on population 
next year,” he said. “It’d be better to 
get people to plant milkweed and 
give monarchs a place to feed.” 

Agnew said she won’t stop. 

“We need wondrous things in 
life to be happy. It can’t always 
be about work and money,” she 
said. “We need mystery, we need 
wonder. There’s got to be more.”

TWEEZING: PLUCK, THAT HURTS 

What it is: Although it’s often abused by misguided, overzealous amateur 
eyebrowartists.thistechniquecan produce lovely results when the person hold- 
ing the metal tool knows what she’s doing. The painstaking process also gives 
thetweeze-master more control over shapethan do other methods. 

How it feels: The discomfort level is much lower than one would suspect 
after tweezing at home — especially if brow specialist Azi Niroo, who rapidly 
repositions the skin to minimize pain, is doing the plucking. One thing she’s 
learned: The rightside hurts more than the left. Always. Though youreyes may 
water, you won’t actually cry. 

Results: From shapeless barto contoured arc in 20 minutes ain’t bad. The 
accuracy of tweezers lets Niroo create a more pronounced peak quite unlike wax- 
ing’s generic curve. Afterward, there was no lingering pain, and none of our tes- 
ter’s hairs dared showtheir stubbly heads again for three weeks. ($30, Elizabeth 
Arden Red Door Spa, 5225 Wisconsin Ave.

SUGARING: SWEET, SWEET AGONY 

What it is: The pharaohs of ancient Egyptemployed sugaring, which is simi- 
lar to waxing but kinder to the skin. The sticky, goopy, sugar-and-water mixture 
clings only to hair, unlike wax, which can painfully ad here to skin. And since the 
compound is water-soluble, cleanup is considerably easier. 

How it feels: Like waxing, only slower. The goo is applied in the direction of 
hair growth, then rubbed off, takingthe hairwith it. 

Results: Our sensitive-skinned tester used to conceal herself indoors after 
waxing to give redness time to die down. She saw some irritation immediate- 
ly post-sugaring, but it only lasted about half an hour. Moreover, her skin never 
stung — not even when sweatdripped overthe just-mowed area. Sugaring 
can remove hairas short as one-eighth of an inch, so it’sagoodfitforthose 
who don’t wantto waitweeks between treatments. ($20, PR ©Partners, 5300

THREADING: CAT’S CRADLE OF PAIN 

What it is: Popular in the Near and Middle East, threading involves twisting 
cotton thread around rows of hair, then ripping them out. Though it can be used 
on brows alone, we had our chin and upper lip denuded, as well. 

How it feels: Like a series of low-grade electric shocks. Threader Hanife 
Kartal puts one end of the thread in her mouth (that bit never touches your skin) 
and twists the rest into a dizzyingly complex spiderweb. She catches hair in the 
web, then — zzzzt! Strays are dispatched viatweezers atthe end of the 15-minute 
procedure. Eyes watered, but ourtester was assured thatthis was normal and 
she wasn’t a big fat wimp. The chin and lip threading hurta lot less. 

Results: The pain clocked in slightly higherthan waxing, butoursubject — 
who gets breakouts from looking atatub of wax — emerged with no irritation, no 
redness and no post-procedure zits. Her brows stayed neatand tidy for nearly a 
month, and she plans to return for another round. ($20 for brows alone, $40 for

After Katrina 

JED HORNE, author of “Breach of Faith: 
Hurricane Katrina, New Orleans and 
the Mississippi Gulf Coast,” and metro 
editor oftheTimes-Picayune, dis- 
cussed the future of New Orleans. 

Why is New Orleans different than 
Charleston after Hurricane Hugo? 

Much bigger area of devastation, 
but the real problem was this: The 
floodwater sat in New Orleans 
for the better part of a month. 
Charleston got whipped and then 
the water went down. You have no 
idea what it does to a house to be 
submerged for a month. 

How responsible is Mayor Ray 
Nagin for the lack of progress in 
the New Orleans cleanup? Is he as 
incompetent as FEMA officials? 

Nagin is not a bad mayor. Before 
the storm, he was doing a good 
job in allowing the U.S. attorney 
to attack corruption at City Hall 
— a longtime problem down here. 
But he’s not been very effective 
since the storm. He believes in let- 


ting market forces take the place 
of government- directed planning. 
Maybe he’s right or will be proved 
right by history. But a lot of people 
down here yearn for leadership. It 
has definitely slowed the planning 
process. Debris removal has been 
more FFMA’s failure. 

Why are we encouraging redevel- 
opment of an area heavily prone to 
massive natural disasters? Why not 
just move the people of New Orleans 
to a town at the foot of Mount St. 
Helens? What a waste of money! 
Because New Orleans is the city that 
commands the mouth of the con- 
tinent’s most important waterway, 
and adjacent areas are the base for 
40 percent of America’s domestic 
production of oil and natural gas. 
Want to pay $5 a gallon for gas? Get 
rid of Louisiana. Then, of course, 
there’s the culture — the food, the 
jazz, the heritage. 

The idea that we can retreat 
from the mouth of the Mississippi 
is purely and simply decadent. What 
you do is you build a modern flood 
defense around the infrastructure 
that’s needed. If we’ve forgotten 
how, the Dutch would be happy 
to show us.
